Instead of using drugs rjr gas Dr. 


Fitzgerald applies pressmo 
to 
the 


nerves. 
He lias used tho method oc- 


casionally In his private practice with 
satisfactory results, but lias only Just 
developed it to a point where he would 
use it In general hospital practice. 


The method of anaesthesia practiced 
by Dr. 
known 
FitzKcrald Is 
based on the 


fact that there arc areas In 


the nose, throat and mouth that are 
highly sensitive and which contain del- 
icate and intricate ncrvo sources. 
It 


was by study of the zones that Dr. 
Fitzgerald worked out his discovery, 
tho method of applying which he dem- 
onstrated in so startling a way at the 
cltnii'. 


The physician . selected several pa- 


tients as subjects for his tests. 
In 


one case he anaesthetized the hand of 
a woman so that pins were thrust into 
the flesh in several places, and she 
felt not the slightest pain though ful- 
ly conscious. 


In another case a foot was anaes- 


thetized and 15 incisions made with- 
out the slightest pain. Two teeth were 
painlessly extracted. 


In sUH'aiiother case, after-producing 


an anesthetized condition, the physi 
cian punctured a subject's 
eardrum 


without 'any sensation of pain. 
The 


puncturing of an eardrum Is generally 
regarded as one of the most pain- 
ful of operations. 


Another test was even more start- 


ling. 
After producing a condition of 


anaesthetizatlon the physician removed i slonal magazines. 


and then, to tho amazement of hla 
watchers, drew a scalpel lightly across 
the patient's eye. In this case, as In 
the others, the- patient suffered 
not 


the slightest sensation -of pain. 


This demonstration by Dr. Fitzger- 


ald was a sequel to one which he gave 
at the hospital two weeks ago, In 
which he showed the preliminary steps 
In the use of the method.

By pressure on the neck the physi- 


cian produced sensations in various 
parts of 
the 
body and demonstrated - - 


that acute pain in any section may ba 
relieved quickly by mere pressure. 


There aro several advantages to ha 


gained by the use of reflex anaesthesia 
as demonstrated. In,the first place tho 
use ot dangerous anaesthetics like 
ether Is avoided. In spite of the gen- 
eral use of ether. Its administration 
is Blill accompanied by danger, except 
in the hands of an expert. It is some- 
times said deaths were caused by op- 
erations, when a stricter statement ol 
Ihe truth would be that they were dua 
to the anaesthesia. 


This danger Is avoided when a. meth- 


od of anaesthesia Is used which avoids 
all use of drugs or gases. 


In the case of minor operations, such- 


as the removal of splinters, .the usu 
of the local anaesthesia avoids the ne- 
cessity for administering ether, which 
requires 20 minutes or more, though 
tlie actual operation can be performed 
in 30 seconds. 


Dr. Fitzgerald Is a native of Middle-

year; according to a table of statistics 
made public by Morris Gray, secretary

vard, yesterday. The Increase in tho 
amount earned over the previous col- 
lege year is 512,000.- 


Of the men who applied to the em- 


ployment bureau of the university for 
jobs, 306 -nrere placed, and these earned 
a total of 552,500. For summer vaca- 
tion work, 4S4 were placed, and thej- 
earned a total of over $40.000.

supplied by the college employment 
bureau, there wore 61 different kinds.
